Banta, called on in the sixth 
while the Phillies were coming 
from behind to tie the score, al- 
lowed only one hit after Del Ennis 
greeted him with the single that 
tied the game.

DRIVER CONFUSED 

“Before we were hit someone 
jsaid ‘turn left,’ and I closed my

‘and I heard the train whistle. I 
|saw a red light, and then we got 
|hit. I was sitting at the rear and 
went right through the metal side 
of the bus. I saw the train wheels 
and rolled out just in time and 
ran, 

“T was confused and checked to 
;See if I was OK but found just a 
;few cuts and scratches. I looked 
around and saw that the bus was 
|demolished and told some people 
jin cars to help. 

“Then I went back to see who 
} was hurt and if I could help any- 
jone, Marquita Pearce was crying 
and standing over her twin sis- 
ter, Omega, who was pinned under 
Ka piece of wreckage. I carried 
Omega away ‘and went to see who 
else I could help. 

FAINT PULSE 

“One man I thought was dead, 
jbut a doctor came and said he 
still had a faint pulse, but he 
;died on the way to the hospital. 
The ambulances came right away, 
jand I went to San Antonio hos- 
pital with the twins. 

“I don't remember feeling a 
thing when we hit. I was very 
lucky because I was thrown clear. 
I believe I was still in the bus 
seat when I landed. When I got 
up I didn’t see anybody at first, 
just the demolished bus.”

After Daily News-Herald Cir- 
culation Managed Jaime Cain 
phoned in the first tip on the 
train-bus disaster, a Daily 
News-Herald reporter called the 
Ontario police, was curtly told 
to call back.

A similar news blackout was 
declared by a Union Pacific rail- 
road special agent who allowed 
a reporter to question the en- 
gineer of the Pony Express but 
immediately told him to shut 
up when further questions were 
asked about what the engineer 
saw before colliding with the ill- 
fated bus. 

Every available ambulance in 
the area was pressed into serv- 
ice as an emergency call went out 
for help “in clearing the bodies 
from the track.” 

Rescue crews from March Air 
Base arrived almost instantly and 
began the grisly task of separat- 
ing and identifying the bodies.
